For there never have been in
any age orfn any luind such troly maegnitdcent
cnunces for the triumphs of young men as our
county reveats to-dny.

Wien we -ﬂlu'nk ol young mon, we mean those
who sio between tweaty and thirts-tive Tnese
are the years whieh in the olden time were
looked upon ws comparntively unlrotal aod
valueliss, U & man under toirly carved his
pamme bigh up amone toe illustrious, he was
consrdered a veritable geninsand hero, Now it i«
no very uncommon thing tor men of this age to
retire lrom business with suflicient means for

support through hie, There are ministers and
lawyers, too, nlmost without number, who are
fairly and fully estublidhed before ghirty,  And,
what is best ol all, they nre not looked upon
with envious or jeslons eyes by those who nre
older, In fuot, there Is a most wholesome re-
apect for young men as well a# for old, wherever
and whenever real merit makes itsolt apparent,
The idea seoms to be Lhat 4 mwan, young or ola,
is to be judged by what he actually accom-
plishes, This, of course, presents a wide and
wloriovs field for all who are willing to enter the
lists, It is surely a greater honur to sequite
positions of intuence at tharty than v s at lorty,
or luter v lite, We koow that n geout deal 18
suld about young men wearing themselves out
in this way prematurely, Tn part it is correct,
for young men do in multitudinons casos muke
themselves utterly worthdess by the time they
are thirty, But they do not often wreck them-
selves with too much work, It ls dissipntion
that blights and kille, Wholesome work 18 good
for all, and it would be well 1l every young man
in the land had enough ol it to do to take bis
thoughts once and lorever from indolence aud
debsuchery, But even if hard work did tend to
break a man down early, with the opportunities
0s they now ate almost any man of spirit would
prefer to accept the hazard and try for the
laurols.

the country.

Butl boldness s not the only requigite of the
times. Honesty and character ars certsinly in
greater demand than mere brillisney. The ten-
dencies of the age seem to be to make men less
regardful of the means used to achieve suocess.
A truly good man, one who has lolty aspirations,
